TO CARRY GAS 


Unique Expedition Planned 
for Wilkins Flight 


Tractors Will Haul Fuel to 
Arctic Ocean 


b Aleshan in Charge 
of 1000-Mile Trip

DETROIT, Jan. 1.—Gasoline to 
fuel the airplane in which Capt. 
George Hubert Wilkins will at- 
tempt to fly from Point Barrow, 
Alaska to the Pole and possibly to

Snow motors of the Detroit type 
have been used experimentally 
about five years, but have been in

The drums are sur- 
faced with eet ridges, like 
threads on giant bolt. When 
rotated by the motor, the thread- 
ed drums worm their way through 
wey: 

Malcolm Smith, veteran Alas- 
bean explorer and dog team driver, 
will command the overland trans- 
port train. He will endeavor to 
take it over the Endicott Moun- 
tains and across the bleakest and 
most inaccessible part of Northern 
Alaska,

Although snow motors have 
never been driven over the route 
Smith has chosen, he is confident 
that they can make the trip in thir- 
ty-five days. He has driven dog 
teams between Nenana and Bar- 
row several times and he is said to 
know more about the wilderness of 
Northern Alaska than any other 
white Man. He plans to keep the 
transport train on the river ice 
nearly all of the time 
reaches the coast. But for the last 
week he and his companions will 
travel and camp on the ice of the 
Arctic Sea.

and from this the judges reached 
their decisions. In many cases the 
testimony was so voluminous that 
it took them some time to make 
up their findings of fact so that 
the case might be heard in the 
court. With the sudden influx of 
new cases the judges found the 
task too great to permit handling 
of them with the desired prompt- 


nese. 

Last March, therefore Congress 
authorized the appointment of 
seven commissioners for terms of 
three years each. They are all 
lawyers and it is their duty to 
take the testimony in cases brought 
to the court and then to make 
their findings of facts so that they 
may presen to the court 
= the case is brought before 


The appointment of these com- 
missioners has not only proved a 
great aid in expediting the han- 
dling of cases, but it has saved the 
government money. A large num- 
ber of claims bear interest and 
it is therefore greatly to the ad- 
van of the government to 
have them settled promptly. These 
ere for the most part cases of re- 
funds ot taxes erroneously as- 
sessed. Interest is also allowable 
es part of the amounts due for 


2 compensation for property 
taken. 
The new system of having 


trained lawyers take the testimony 
and present their findings to the 
‘ceurt ts also a great help to the 
plaintiffs. Where under the old 
method of procedure it was neo- 
essary for the plaintiff to come to 
Washington to give his testimony, 
the commissioner now goes to him. 
He is therefore spared considerable 
expense and time. There is now 
in Europe a commissioner taking 
testimony in what is known as the 
Brooks - nion group which con- 
siete of eight cases involving 8386.

It seems to be little known that 
the Court of Claims handles a 
great many tax cases—that is, 
those based upon internal revenue 
taxes such as capital stock taxes, 
income taxes, excess profits taxes.

Re- 
cent Turkish legislation has placed 
a tax on commodities imported 
from the United State’ amounting 
te eight times the customs duty 


on merchandise . from 
countries which have ed com- 
mercial treaties with Turkey. It 


is against the imposition of such 
duties that the American Embassy 
protests. 


It is not believed that Turkey's 


move was made with the inten- 
tion of forcing ratification of the 
Lausanne treaty, but solely to in- 
crease the country’s revenue and 
incidentally to penalize nations 
which have refrained from nego- 
thating commercial treaties with 
Turkey and therefore do not bene- 
fit by the favored-nation clause. * 
American imports by Turkey ap- 
proximate 17,000, annually, 
chiefly automobiles, ofl, agrictl- 
tural implements and flour.

A two-thirds majority 
is required, and the first division showed 
the opponents beaten more than three to 
one. 

This must not be taken, however, to 
mean that the contest is over and that 
early vote will ratify the World Court 
olution. The opponents will delay as 
as possible that which they cannot now 
vent, hoping that something may hap 
occasion discord in the majority. The

: It is becoming apparent that the people 
as a whole are no longer to be misled by 
false 
sought to frighten the American people to, 
keep them out of the court. They build 
up men of straw and arm them with deadly 
weapons that their oratory invents. But 
these dummies cause more merriment than 
alarm. There are a few cowards in the 
country, timorous souls that can be fright- 
ened by specters and shadows; but they 
compose only a slender majority. 

Fear springs much more. often from ig- 
norance than knowledge. And the appeal 
of the opponents of court is addressed 
to the baser passions: cowardice, supersti- 
tion and prejudice. It is.possible to imag: 
ine a condition under which an American 
army would again take the field. There 
are things in our civilization worth fighting 
for, and if these were attacked American 
troops would again be found in the front 
line of the defenders. 

Americans are not afraid to fight if the 
cause is worth the sacrifice. 

The only alternative course to member- 
ship in the World Court is armed isolation. 
But the experience of the last ten years 
has proved that total isolation is impos- 
sible. European conditions have their et- 
fect on conditions in our own country; and 
the effect is as marked in peace as in war. 
America could not avoid sitting in the 
councils of the Buropean countries over re 
construction without making both moral 
and economic sacrifices. It was necessary 
for America to take the lead in bringing 
about a limitation of navies. A limitation 
of arms conference will not be a success 
without American participation. American 
business men and financiers*have been com- 


pelled to give financial aid to reconstruc 


tion in Burdpe in order to preserve and en- 
large our world commerce and trade. Re 
construction in Europe was an absolute es- 
sential to continued progress in American 
industry. 

America has suffered repeatedly during 
the last 100 years because there was no 
international tribunal to settle on a basis 
of justice questions of clashing national in- 


|terests in which we were involved. Had 


there been such a tribunal in 1844 the war 
with Mexico could have been avoided. Had 
there been such a tribunal in 1898 a war 
with Spain would not have been necessary, 
Had there been such a tribunal in 1914 
the murder of the Austrian Crown Prince 
It 
was always because there was no interna- 
tional fire department to extinguish small 
blazes that they were permitted to be 
fanned by the winds of national passion and 
hate into great conflagrations. | 
America was “dragged at the heels of 
forces and events over which we exert no 
control at their source” into the World 
War. Such a condition can arise again, un- 
less we take steps in a time of world peace 
and amity to exercise our influence at the 
original sources. We must do our part in 
times of tranquillity to destroy the seeds of 
international discord. 
Science has demonstrated that if the mos- 
quitoes that carry yellow fever are de- 
stroyed there will be no more yellow fever. 
In times when no epidemic is raging oll 
can be sprinkled on the swamps and pools 
where the mosquitoes breed. That is a 
certain preventive; but for the fever itself 
there is no certain cure. Through the me 
dium of associations like the World Court 
the germs from which wars breed can be 
destroyed. Why neglect this precaution 
when the only alternative is to fight, some- 
time, a return of the*epidemic itself? 
When we learn to apply scientific meas- 
ures to political government we shall have 
made a great advance toward universal ami- 
ty. Wars are epidemics that attack the 
body politic; and the germs of war can be 
destroyed, if attacked at their source, as 
surely as the germs of cholera and yellow 
fever. 
Twenty years ago the people of the South 
said, “There will always be yellow fever 
in certain districts here.” There would 
have been if the carriers had not been de- 
stroyed. Those who now say that “There 
will always be war” should learn from tis 
experience to adopt methods which, if right- 
fully applied, will make war impossible. 
And one—the greatest—of the present 
known preventives is the World Court. 
That the American Senate, knowing all the 
facts, should oppose American participation 
is unthinkable. It is equally unthinkable 
that the people will retain in the Senate 
men who persist in such unreasoned oppo- 
sition. 


OT AIR 
Hot air and California are all too fre- 
quently connected together. Genuine enthu- 
siasm may even be mistaken for hot air by 
the unskilled and unappreciative. 

However, it is not a bad asset in the com- 
mercial and mechanical world. Hot air at 
least is not stagnant. It ascends and in- 
duces circulation. This is not bad for busi- 
ness or breathing. 

It is barely possible that it keeps the 
wheels of progress on the move about as 
much as any other form of energy. As a 
piston-pusher hot air is quite a success— 
especially if there be a bit of moisture in 
it to make steam. ‘ 

Every great invention or project has had 
to have its hot-air period to get it across 
to the public. It has frequently been con- 
nected up with the real estate business to 


its own discredit. But it must be acknowl- 
edged that it makes balloons and prices 
rise. 


It is not infrequent to find brains failing 


to 


propaganda. The opponents have 
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There Is a Crime Drive, but the Drive Is the 
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to take you as far as hot air without brains, 
The intelligentsia may not admit it, but 
there is at least market value in this 
sneered-at asaet. 

Even though a parasite, the promoter is 
a more pleasant companion than the pessi- 
mist. He may be a dreamer and visionary; 
he may see gold where there is nothing 
but mica and ofl where there is naught but 
the drippings of the pump; but he gives 
you a better time while it lasts. 

Hot air ie more pleasant than a cold 
draught. It may too easily become apple- 
sauce in the alchemy of speech; but even 
applesauce has its place in the economy of 
life. 


UN-TOTING" AND CRIME 
That staid and conservative journal, 
the Saturday Evening Post, now comes out 
against the Federal antipistol legislation 
proposed by the National Crime Commis 
sion and throws its influence on the side 
of those who are protesting against what 
may be called private disarmament. 

The Post says that antipistol legislation, 
if it had the effect of disarming law-abiding 
citizens, “might put them more at the mer- 
cy of gunmen, burglars and bandits than 
they are today.” 
from every part of the Union in support of 
the position it took in an editorial in which 
it pointed out this dismaying contingency. 
Some of its correspondents agree with 
those who have said that the proper slo- 
gan of the day is “A pistol in every home.” 
There has been a great hue and cry of 
late against what is called “gun-totiag” and 
having handy weapons at home, as such 
practices were said to be one of the chief 
causes of crimes of violence. And undoubt- 


means of many a murder. In its campaign 
for antipistol legislation the National Crime 
Commission has gone 80 far as to charge 
that “the lobbying activities of three or 
four manufacturers of firearms” who are 
said to have “hitherto proved themselves 
able to prevent the taking of this important 
step have been one of the reasons why 
such legislation, when previously consid- 
ered, always has been thwarted.” In other 
words, the Crime Commission considers 
that commercial interests have prevailed 
against and order. 

While this discussion is going on the 
crime wave is by no means subsiding. Some 
of the eastern cities are engulfed by it. A 
Manhattan magistrate, after describing con- 
ditions in New York, says: 

The crook will always be able to pro- 
cure a pistol or other dangerous weap- 
on, and until the average citizen is rea- 
sonably safe in his own home and on 
the public highway, citizens should be 
enecouraged and not discouraged in the 
practice of going armed. The present 
pistol-permit law should be repealed and 
a law passed making the possession of 
a pistol by anyone who has been 
victed of a crime a felony. : 

A pistol permit is hard to secure and, as 
the gunman has no difficulty in arming him- 
self, it would appear that the crook has a 
decided advantage over the honest citizen 
in the matter of arms. But if the posses- 
sion of a pistol or other deadly weapon by 
a person who had been convicted of a crime 
were made a felony, as the magistrate sug- 
gests, instead of a petty offense, this should 
act as a strong deterrent against weapon- 
carrying by crooks and against crime in 
general. 

Notwithstanding that there are two sides 
to the argument, there is no doubt that the 
Sullivan law and the many statutes mod- 
eled thereon which are in force in various 
parts of the country have done good work 
in keeeping deadly weapons out ot the 
hands of people who have no business with 
them. For every gun that is bought and 
carried or kept for legitimate, defensive 
purposes there are a score in the hands of 
irresponsibles. It is this type that keeps 
our morgues and hospitals full of perforat- 
ed citizens. 

The fact is that neither side is complete- 
ly right. But those who advocate fewer

The first survey of homes ever 


attempted and completed in the 
history of nations is now ended in 
the United States, and a comptia- 


tion of the thousands of answers 
to a questionnaire regarding con- 


n made by the president of the 
General Federations of Women's 


initiated the plan and who was 
aided by President Coolidge and 
the Departmtnt of States in carry- 
ing it through. 

One of the questicns asked was 
“What do you prefer in your 
home? and the many answers re- 
veal the fact that women prefer 
luxuries to conveniences. They like 
to be relieved from the monotony 
of their lives rather than from the 
drudgery, if they cannot be free 
from both. The average Ameri- 
can housewife prefers an automo- 
bile and a telephone rather than 
modern plumbing arrangements jn 
her home, for they offer relief from 
monotony that has driven many 
of her predecessors into insane 
asylums, as one woman explained, 

The federation’s findings were 
written by Mrs. Sherman in the 
Woman's Home Companion and 
are of Interest to every club wom- 
an in the United States. 

The housewife does not mind 
washing stacks of dishes under the 
glow of an electric-light globe 
that is, not so much. if she can 
look forward to some pleasure 
when they are put away in the 
cupboard. But the task doubles or 
trebles if she must do it by the 
smoky dim light from a kerosene 
lamp. She does the task cheerily 
if she knows that at the comple- 
tion of it she may sit down and 
chat via the telephone with a 
neighbor five miles away. She wil) 
beat rugs for an hour it the eve- 
ning brings the relaxation of an 
automobile drive. 

From many angles the survey 

is illuminating and helpful in its 
results and Mrs. Sherman stated 
in her talk to Los Angeles women 
at the Biltmore a short time ago, 
when she visited Califcrria, that 
the compiled facts would be a 
tool for accomplishing great work 
in the future for the amelioration 
of conditions and beautifying of 
American homes everywhere. 
‘ While 6F per cent of a large 
number of home investigated were 
found to have inside sanitary ar- 
rangements and 59 per cent of 
them had hath tubs, 70 per cent of 
these families had automobiles and 
68 per cent of them were equipped 
with telephones. ; 

The research made by the fed- 
aration covered 445,957 homes 
scattered through 237 communities. 
In 10 per cent of the hcmes it was 
found that there were no station- 
ary washbowls and water had to 
be carried im and cut. and 25 per 
cent of them were not even 
equipped with kitchen sinks. But 
87 per cent had electric light and 
72 per cent were equipped with | 


electric irons. 

Radios were found in 17.6 per 
cent of the homes, rianos in 45; 
per cent, phoncgraphs in 60 per 


cent. ‘ 

In discussing the high percent-| 
age of homes equipped with auto- 
mobiles and telephones, but not 
with plumbing, Mrs. Sherman de- 
clared: 

“Sentimentalists will say that 
we club women who study condi- 
tions from the inside of the home! 
understand the situstion better. 
Women no longer undervalue their 
services in the home. They run 
their homes on the budget plan 
and have personal allowances to 
spend as they like. : 

“Then why do thev choose lux- 
uries instead of conveniences? 
Why does the automobile take 
precedence over the stationary tub, 
the telephone over the vacuum 
cleaner and the radio over the 
power-run sewirg machine? 

“Because the housewife for gen- 
erations has sought escape from 
the monotony rather than the 
drudgery of her lot. She can and 
does endure toil, actua! physical 
labor, patiently and cheerfully; 
but she breaks trhvyeically and 
nervously under monetony. The 
automobile, the telephone and the 
talking machine or radio offer tho 
modern home-maker the escape 
from that monctory which dreye 
many of her predecessors into 
sane asylums.

REDUCING LESSON NO. 5 
Today you are still on your liq- 
uid or semiliquid diet, but begin- 
ning tomorrow you may go on @& 
regular feed of 1200 calories daily. 
The majority of you will lose from 


one and one-half to two pounds per 
week on this. If you are very 
short and do not have a lot of 
physical activities, you may have 
to go as low as 1000 calories in 
order to reduce this amount, and 
if you are just the reverse of this, 
you may have as high as 1500 to 
1800 every day. 

Let's talk about 
little more before we go on. 
not infrequently hear people com- 
plain that they haven't studied 
anything about calories because 
they were not of a mathematical 


dificult. It's not difficult at all. 
You don't have to have a mathe- 
matical mind; you can count in 
units of 25, 50 and 100, can’t you? 
You only need to know the approx- 
imate caloric values of foods and 
count them approximately; this is 
fortunate, for it would be impos- 
sible to know the accurate caloric 
values because foods differ so in 
their preparation and the amounts 
served, 

Most textbooks on the subject 
give the servings of foods in 100- 
calorie portions and the thing for 


values of the foods you like the 
Best and eat oftenest. For in- 
stance, you want to know the cal- 
oric values of sugar, cream, fat, 
butter, bread, pastries, candy, fat 


seldom meet a fat person who 
oesn’t tell me he never eats pota- 
toes. (It isn’t what you don’t eat 
that makes you member 
that?) 

Now here's a list of foods and 
their caloric values, which will 
give you an inkling of how you 
averaged 3000 calories daily when 
you should have averaged around 
2000: Three full cubes of sugar, 
100 C.; one tablespoonful of fat, 
ofl or butter, 100 C.; one alice of 
bread, one-half inch thick, 100 C.; 
one medium-sized potato, 100 C.; 
twelve double peanuts, 100 C.; 
four walnuts, 100 C.; thick cream, 
sweet or sour, One ounce (scant 
two tablespoonfuls,) and thin 
cream, twice as much—about ‘four 
tablespoonfuls, 100 C.; 
chocolate cream, 100 C.; pie, 
double crust, one sliver, 1 and one- 
fourth inches at the outer edge, 
100 C.; (an average slice is 350 to 
600 C., depending upon the rich- 
ness of the crusts and filling;) av- 
erage icé cream, a heaping. table- 
spoonful, 100 C.; heavy syrups, 
such as honey, one full tablespoon- 
ful, 100 C.; lean meat and fish, 
two-thirds ounces, 100 C.; fat meat 
and fish, little over one ounce, 
100 C.; one big egg, 100 C. (aver- 
age-sized egg, 75 C.; cheese (cream 
cheese, one and one-fourth inch 
cube,) 100 C.; cottage cheese, two 
heaping tablespoonfuls, 100 C.: 
milk, five ounces, skim or butter- 
milk, ten ounces, 100 C.; (one 
glassful of whole milk, 160 C., the 
skim or butter milk, 80 C.;) vege- 
tables, green leaf vegetables, such 
as lettuce and spinach, a little over 
one pound, 100 C.; raw cab 
three-fourths pound, 100 C.

DECISION UNFAVORABLE 

In its decision published last 
Tuesday the Supreme Court de- 
cl@ed against the contention of 
executors of the estate of R. ; 
Robbins of California that the 
Treasury erred in requiring him 
to return and pay the tax up the 
whole income derived from com- 
munity property acquired before 
1917. The decision reversed the 
finding of the Federal District 
Court for Northern California, 
which upheld the contention of 
the executors that they were en- 
titled to recover from the Treas- 
ury certain amounts of taxes paid, 
on the ground that the property 
belonged jointly to Robbins and his 
wife and that they should have 
been permitted separately to re- 
turn and pay taxes on one-half 
the income as belonging to each. 
This would have reduced material- 
ly the amount of tax which the 
government would have received. 

Mrs. Stewart's friendly suit 
against her husband is in the na- 
ture of an action to quiet title to 
the community property. She as- 
serts in her sult that she is en- 
titled to and has a vested interest 
in an undivided One-half of/ the 
community property owned by her 
husband. 


QUICK ACTION EXPEROTED 

In his answer, Stewart denies 
that his wife has any ownership 
vested in or title to the community 
property he owns. He asserts fur- 
ther that under the laws of Cal 
fornia the interest of the plaintiff 
in said community proberty is “a 
mere exepectancy” (the language 
used by the Supreme Court) and 
is not property in which plaintiff 
has any title or ownership until 
such community property is dis- 
solved by death or divorce. 

According to Mr. Stewart the 
case is expected to go through the 
local courts quickly, thence to the 
California Supreme Court and from 
there to the United States Supreme 
Court, where a reversal of its re- 
cent opinion its hoped for.
